WHY  THIS  IS  CALLED  THE  COLES  COUNTY  SEED  FARM 

The  proprietor,  James  0.  Toland,  was  born  in  a  log  cabin  near  Ashmore,  Illinois, 
and  raised  in  Coles  county  and  was  one  of  the  youngest  boys  that  ever  handled  a  team 
and  plow  in  the  country.  He  drove  an  ox  team  to  break  the  wild  prairies  and  culti¬ 
vated  corn  with  a  horse  hitched  to  a  bar  plow  at  the  age  of  eight  years.  Ail  his  life 
has  been  spent  in  working  the  deep,  black  soil  of  northern  Coles  county.  Having  ex¬ 
perienced  the  great  improvement  in  the  breeding  of  stock,  and  the  little  attention  giv¬ 
en  to  corn  and  other  field  seeds,  he  embarked  in  the  seed  business  in  the  year  1881 
in  a  small  way  and  for  several  years  he  issued  a  price  list  of  seeds  sold  and  in  1905 
issued  his  first  catalogue,  and  notwithstanding  the  great  competition  which  soon 
sprang  up  in  this  field,  he  has  succeeded  in  building  up  a  business  which  holds  the 
front  rank  for  honest,  efficient  work.  He  built  the  first  seed  house  in  Central  Illi¬ 
nois  for  curing  and  handling  seeds,  which  had  a  floor  space  of  1100  square  feet,  while 
his  present  seed  houses  on  his  farm  and  in  Humboldt  contain  20,000  square  feet  of 
floor  space.  This  alone  proves  the  success  he  has  made  in  the  business,  which  is 
due  to  his  untiring  efforts.  He  has  never  had  a  partner  but  is  absolutely  an  individ- 
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nal  concern.  In  over  forty  years  experience  he  has  been  able  each  year  to  give  his 
personal  attention  to  the  planting,  harvesting,  and  coring  his  crops.  He  is  one  of  the 
eight  men  who  framed  the  constitution  and  by-laws  of  the  Illinois  Seed  Corn  Breeders’ 
Association  at  Springfield.  Illinois,  1900,  and  the  fourth  man  to  sign  the  constitu¬ 
tion  and  hv-laAvs;  he  also  has  a  life  membership  in  the  Illinois  Corn  Growers’  Asso¬ 
ciation.  He  was  very  honorably  rewarded  for  his  faithful  work  by  being  awarded 
the  Gold  Medal  at  the  Louisiana  Exposition,  St.  Louis,  1904,  for  the  varieties  of 
corn  which  he  bred,  viz:  the  Improved  Yellow  Learning  and  Boone  County  White. 

Lie  now  breeds  the  Beid’s  Yellow  Dent  and  Boone  County  White;  he  has  two 
'  of  the  largest  seed  houses  in  Central  Illinois,  and  has  done  more  for  the  breeding  of 
corn  than  any  other  man  in  that  district.  This  is  an  age  of  progress  in  farming  as 
well  as  in  other  professions.  There  is  an  increasing  demand  for  better  field  seeds. 
Improved  methods  of  fertilization  and  cultivation  and  the  multiplied  facilities  for 
marketing  are  contributing  much  to  satisfy  this  demand.  Nevertheless  no  amount 
of  care  and  cultivation  will  count  if  you  start  wrong.  If  inferior  seeds  are  planted, 
failure  will  he  the  outcome.  Toland’s  aim  is  constantly  to  turn  out  high  germinating 
and  pure  seeds  to  the  farmer  at  as  reasonable  prices  as  possible,  quality  considered.

Goods  are  shipped  by  freight  F.  0.  B.  cars  at  Humboldt  unless  otherwise  ordered. 

We  charge  for  •bags  on  all  amounts  of  seed  over  one-half  bushel,  except  corn  and 
broom  corn  bags.  We  furnish  new  cotton  bags  at  the  lowest  possible  rate,  40  cents 
each,  holding  two  and  one-half  bushels. 

When  corn  is  shipped  in  ear,  it  is  put  in  crates  or  boxes.  We  charge  50  cents 
for  crates  or  boxes  for  seed  corn. 

Remit  by  draft,  express  order  or  post  office  orders. 

I  sell  no  amount  of  . seed  corn  in  ear  less  than  a  bushel.  A  satisfactory  test  of  seed 
corn  cannot  be  made  when  small  amounts  are  planted.  It  has  been  tested  and  found 
to  degenerate. 

I  will  furnish  any  amount  shelled  and  graded  as  small  as  one-eighth  of  a  bushel. 
We  shell  no  less  than  ten  bushels  at  a  time,  so  it  is  thoroughly  mixed  and  there  is  no 
danger  of  it  degenerating. 

My  terms  are  cash  with  order.  Every  order  will  be  acknowledged  when  received. 
I  will  notify  you  when  shipment  is  made. 

GUARANTEE.  While  we  exercise  great  care  to  have  all  seeds  pure  and  reliable, 
WE  GIVE  NO  WARRANTY,  express  or  implied.  If  the  seeds  are  not  fully  satisfac¬ 
tory,  they  must  be  returned  to  us  AT  ONCE  at  our  expense  and  the  money  will  be  re¬ 
funded. 


I  PREPAY  POSTAGE 

On  all  garden  seeds  when  shipment  does  not  exceed  three  pounds.  In  such  instances 
as  3mu  order  field  seeds  of  any  quantity  I  reserve  the  privilege  of  inclosing  in  the  bags 
or  crates  such  small  packets  as  ma^^  be  ordered,  as  it  does  not  increase  the  transporta¬ 
tion  charges,  and  in  consideration  of  this  I  Avill  add  enough  seed  to  fully  repay  cus¬ 
tomers  for  this  faAmr.  This  prepayment  applies  to  the  United  States  only.

It  has  from  18  to  22  rows 
of  kernels,  and  cobs  are  nearer  filled  at  both  ends  than  any  other  variety.  This  variety 
is  adapted  to  soil  and  climate  conditions  as  far  north  as  Iowa.  And  in  recent  years 
it  is  one  of  the  most  popular  varieties,  noted  for  its  high  yield  and  excellent  feeding 
qualities.  It  has  been  truthfully  said,  that  three-fourths  of  the  Yellow  corn  planted 
in  the  Corn  Belt  was  Reid’s  Yellow  Dent.

BROOM  CORN  CULTURE 

Broom  corn  is  a  tropical  plant  adapted  to  hot,  dry  weather,  much  as  sugar  cane  or 
sorghum.  It  is  produced  with  good  results  on  any  good  corn  land.  The  quality  of 
brush  depends  on  the  soil  and  climate,  the  best  being  raised  in  Central  Illinois,  Central 
Kansas  and  Oklahoma. 

Preparation  of  the  soil  should  have  careful  attention;  all  stalks  and  other  field 
rubbish  should  be  removed;  the  ground  should  be  broken  up  as  soon  as  the  field  is  in 
proper  condition;  plow  the  same  depth  as  for  Indian  corn  or  maize;  let  it  stand  until 
the  ground  is  thoroughly  warmed,  usually  about  the  15th  of  May  in  Central  Illinois, 
varying  according  to  weather  conditions  and  climate;  then  disc  and  give  vigorous  har¬ 
rowing  if  it  is  rough  and  cloddy,  roll  until  it  is  fine  and  well  broken  up.  It  should  be 
in  the  same  condition  as  soil  for  a  seed  bed  for  wheat.  The  seed  should  be  thoroughly 
cleaned,  using  one  bushel  to  20  acres.  Adjust  the  planter  three  feet  wide  and  drill 
from  55  to  60  seeds  to  the  rod  in  the  row.  It  should  be  planted  from  one  and  one-half 
inches  to  two  inches  in  depth.  As  soon  as  the  little  plants  appear  above  the  ground,  it 
should  be  rolled  if  the  surface  is  dry.  When  it  is  in  such  condition,  the  Aveeder  should 
be  used,  Avhich  improves  the  soil  and  destroys  the  little  Aveeds,  but  if  the  surface  is 
damp,  use  the  three-shovel  cultivator. 

Sheds  must  be  made  before  the  harvest  begins.  One  built  24  by  48  feet  Avill  hold 
30  acres  of  brush  as  it  usually  requires  three  acres  for  the  ton.  To  build  a  shed,  set 
posts  in  the  ground  and  cover  Avith  shingles  or  any  good  roofing.  Gable  the  ends  but 
leave  the  sides  open.  The  strips  to  support  the  shelves  should  be  one  by  three  inches, 
nailed  three  inches  apart;  this  will  make  the  shelves  six  inches  apart. 

The  proper  time  to  harvest  it  is  Avhen  it  is  in  full  bloom;  if  harvesting  is  delayed 
the  brush  Avill  retain  a  bad  color.  When  the  brush  is  in  the  condition  as  stated  above, 
break  it  cross  Avise  of  the  roAv  making  a  complete  table  coiiA^enient  to  the  cutter,  the 
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stems  should  be  six  inches  long'  after  it  is  cut  and  laid  on  the  table,  laying  off  every 
third  table  for  a  drive  table.  Two  men  with  a  dump  rack  on  the  wagon,  one  on  each 
side,  drive  through  the  field  and  gather  the  brush,  laying  the  heads  on  the  dump  out¬ 
ward.  Then  draw  it  to  the  seeder  and  dump  on  convenient  ground  that  it  may  be 
seeded.  The  seeding  will  require  about  12  or  15  men.  After  the  brush  is  seeded,  it  is 
spread  on  the  shelves  for  drying.  The  condition  of  the  brush  governs  the  thickness  of 
the  layers,  generally  about  three  inches  in  depth.  When  it  is  well  cured,  which  requires 
about  ten  days  when  the  weather  is  favorable,  it  is  ready  to  bale.  By  the  use  of  the 
baler,  it  is  made  into  neat  bales  weighing  about  300  pounds.

TOLAND  TREATING  SEED  FOR  SMUT 


Toland  has  been  experimenting  with  smut  in  broom  corn  for  many  years,  but  in 
the  year  1902  he  found  the  most  satisfactory  preparation  which  frees  it  almost  entirely 
from  smut.  It  has  been  brought  to  our  notice  that  fields  planted  from  inferior  seed 
were  full  of  smut,  while  a  field  adjoining,  which  was  planted  from  our  seed,  remained 
free  from  smut,  the  other  field  having  no  effect  upon  it  throughout  the  entire  season. 
There  is  a  great  deal  of  misunderstanding  as  to  how  Toland  treats  his  seed  for  smut. 
He  uses  three  chemicals  in  liquid  form.  The  seed  is  put  in  boxes  and  planted  immedi¬ 
ately,  not  even  allowed  to  stand  over  noon.  This  entirely  frees  the  broom  corn  seed 
from  smut,  and  very  little  or  any  smut  appears  in  the  next  crop.  Occasionally  there 
are  some  smut  heads  when  it  is  planted  in  a  field  where  there  has  been  corn  or  oats 
which  had  smut  in  it.

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AUSTRIAN  BROOM  CORN  SEED 

The  introducing  of  the  Austrian  Broom  Corn  has  been  a  question  among  the  deal¬ 
ers  and  growers  here.  In  the  year  of  190].,  Mr.  A.  H.  Grunewald  of  Chicago,  sent  me 
about  one  ounce  of  Austrian  broom  corn  seed,  requesting  me  to  try  it.  I  put  the  seed 
in  water;  about  100  sank  to  the  bottom;  these  I  planted,  the  rest  being  too  weak  to 
germinate.  The  100  seeds  produced  about  ninety  stalks  of  broom  corn.  I  did  not 
treat  this  for  smut,  and  when  headed  about  one-third  was  smut.  The  brush  and  seed  of 
six  heads  were  very  red;  four  dark,  like  sorghum,  and  five,  where  the  brush  knit  on 
the  stem,  curly  and  rough.  The  remaining  were  long,  gi'een  heads,  which  averaged 
three  and  one-half  feet  in  length. 

I  saved  the,  seed  from  the  good  heads  and  treated  it  for  smut  the  following  year 
before  planting.  I  planted  eighty  seeds  to  the  rod,  and  had  enough  for  one-fourth  of 
an  acre.  This,  when  mature,  was  a  great  improvement  over  the  proceeding  lot,  most  of 
it  being  nice,  long  green  brush,  free  from  smut  with  very  few  dark  or  red  heads,  and 
the  length  reduced  about  six  inches.  1  selected  from  this  plot  the  medium  length,  nice 
plump  heads  for  seed.  I  continued  to  do  this  year  after  year,  until  I  attained  a  nice, 
long,  green,  hurl  brush,  with  an  extra  fine  fibre.

TIMOTHY 

Timothy  makes  one  of  the  most  popular,  nutritious  and  salable  of  hay  grasses.  It 
is  best  adapted  for  sowing  on  clays  or  heavy  loams,  low  lands,  or  in  mountainous  dis¬ 
tricts  although  it  will  do  well  on  any  good,  stiff,  loamy  soil,  provided  the  moisture  is 
abundant. 

The  stand  of  timothy  will  be  injured  if  grazed  or  cut  too  closely.  The  yield  of 
hay  on  good  ground  is  from  one  and  one-half  to  three  tons  per  acre.  The  practice  of 
sowing  common  red  clover  with  timothy  is  not  advisable,  as  they  do  not  ripen  together, 
the  clover  being  ready  two  or  three  Aveeks  before  the  timothy,  thus  either  one  or  the 
other  must  be  cut  at  a  stage  AAdiich  Avill  not  give  the  best  results.
